Two Indictments Return- 

ed Against Drivers of 
Machines Charging As- 
sault With Intent to 
Murder.

Indictments returned by the Ful- 
ton county grand jury Friday morn- 
ing indicate that the state igs go- 
ing to push to the limit of the law 
all cases of homicide or injury 
which are the results of careless 
driving on the part of drivers of 
automobiles. 

Will Shakespeare, a negro, was 
indicted on a charge of assault with 
intent to murder. It is alleged by the 
state and the prosecutor, Julius W. 
Wray, that Shakespeare was driv- 
ing an automobile on Washington 
street on September 14, 1920, at a 
rapid rate of speed, and in doing 
so, he was using the instrument, 
which in this case, was the auto- 
mobile, in such a manner that death 
was likely to result. It was fur- 
ther alleged in the indictment that 
the defendant assaulted the plain- 
tiff with the automobile. 

Ralph Thompson was indicted on 
three counts as the result of an au- 
tomobile accident last May, in 
which Mrs. Julia W. Varnadoe re- 
ceived injuries from which she died. 
The bill charges assault with in- 
tent to murder. It is set out in 
the indictment that Thompson was 


driving his car on the left side of\ 


the street in violation: of the city 
ordinance, that as a result of which 
he assaulted Mrs. Yarnedoe and ran 
over her with the automobile. One 
of the counts charges him with fn- 
voluntary manslaughter. The acci- 
dent occurred- on West Peachtree 
street on May 20, 1920. 

By finding true bills charging as- 
sault with intent to. murder, in- 
stead of involuntary manslaughter, 
in the case of conviction of the de- 
fendant, the jury will have a range 
of sentence from one to twenty 
years. Whereas, In case of con- 


viction of involuntary manslaugh- 
ter, the jury cannot fix the sen- 
tence fon more than three -years.

Among 
the bidders, he said, was a Chicago 
wrecking firm which filed a bid 
with a certified check indicating 
the bid to be for approximately 
$3,900,000. 

“Dictaphones” Used. 

The department had been on the 
trail of a tormer employee of the 
board, the witness said, by the 
‘name of E. S. Kiger, then believed

One of the most unique cases of 
a possible miscarriage of justice de- 
veloped Friday when Thomas Mc- 
Hugh, an aged Irishman from Ohio, 
was indicted on a charge of forgery, 
and Fred E. Harrisofi, who had de- 
fended McHugh on two former 6c- 
casions, appeared before the Fulton 
county grand jury’ as the prosecu- 
tor. 

According to the records now on 
file with the clerk of the Fulton su- 
perior court, McHugh was indicted, 
convicted and 
two to three years on a charge of 
forgery the May term of this year 
in the erfminal division. Mr. Har- 
rison defended the Irishman and 
was so solicitous for his clent’s wel- 
fare that he urged Judge John D. 
Humphries to set aside the sentence 
and let the old man out of jail. J. 
H. Dillon, who cashed the forged 
check, wrote Judge . Humphries a 
note telling him that he understood 
that the defendant’s health was bad 
and he, as prosecutor, would be glad 
to see the old man free again. 

On October 16 Judge Humphries 
signed an ordér releasing McHugh, 
who had already been in jail over 
six months, the judge ordering that 
this six months be the sentence im- 
posed upon him. | 

A few days ago McHugh was ar- 
rested and charged with taking an- 
other man’s pocketbook. He was 
taken to the _ stationhouse and 
searched and’ the other man’s purse 
was found on him and at the same 
time a check for $25 signed by Fred 
E. Harrison.

CORK HUNGER STRIKE 
STARTED ON AUGUST 11 


| Originally There Were 11 
Strikers, But 2 of Them 
Died of Starvation—The 
Men Are in Wretched 
Condition, But It Is 
Thought Lives May Be 
Saved.

Cork, November 12.—The hunger 
strike of the nine Irish prisqners in 
the Cork jail was called off today, 
the ninety-fourth day of the strike. 

This was revealed when a mes- 
sage received by Lord Mayor O’Cal- 
laghan from Arthur Griffiths, foun- 


der of the Sinn-Felp organization, | 


was given out. ° 

“IT am of the opinion,” read the 
message, “that our countrymen in 
the Cork prison have sufficiently 
Proved their devotion and fidelity 
and that they should now, as they 
were prepared to die for Ireland. 
prepare again to live for her.” 

This message has been  trans- 


mitted to the nine surviving hunger 


strikers In the. jail. 

The men were reported today in 
a deplorably low state. 

The announcement of the receipt 
of the Griffiths letter closely fol- 
made by Bishop 
Cohalan, of Cork, that there be a 
cessation of the strike, which be 
declared would only be a waste of 
lives. 

MacSwiney’s Death Enough. 

“Lord Mayor MacSwiftey’s strike 
accomplished the purpose of at- 
tracting world attention,” he added. 
“The nation got value for his life.

He declared they 
had had nothing whatever to eat 
until today. Some of the strikers 
at first showed reluctance to com- 
ply with Mr. Griffith's advice to 
cease their fast, but al] of them 
finally consented. 

The cessation of the strike creat- 
ed little surprise here, in view of 
the efforts begun lagt week by the 
bishop of Cork to end it. 

Strike Began Attigust 11. 

The Cork hunger strike began 
August 11. There were originally 
eleven of the strikers. One of 
them, Michael Fitzgerald, died Oc- 
tober 17, and another, Joseph Mur- 
phy, October 25, the latter within 
a fow. ‘hours of the death of Lord 
Mayor MacSwiney, of Cork, 
Brixton prison, on the seventy-third 
day of the lord mayor’s hunger 
atrike. The nine survivors are: 
John (Sean) Hennessy, 
Burke, Matthew Rellly, 
Donovan, Joseph Kenny, Christo- 
pher Upton, John Power, John 
Crowley:and Peter Crowley.

matter’ to the attention the grand

is officially offered me to start an 
investigation,” the solicitor said. 

Governor Dorsey said he had not 
yet turned the idavits, which he 
now has in his possession, over to 
Mr. Boykin and could not _ state 
what course of action he would fol- 
iow in the matter. When question- 
ed about an extra session of the 
legislature to order an investiga- 
tion of the graft charges and re- 
lieve the financial embarrassment 
‘of state educational institutions, he 
said that he had: not decided to is- 
sue such a proclamation and could 
not indicate what his final. decision 
would be. 

Jackson Is Pleased. 


“We are well pleased with the sit- 
vation,” said Marion Jackson, edi- 
tor of The BuHetin, when told of the 
investigation to be started at the 
instance of Representative Barrett. 
“We will, of course, lend our moral 
support to any investigation of the 
charges, but I cannot speak for the 
league concerning further co-oper- 
ation. ’ 

“A large number of letters have 
been received at headquarters from 
all sections of Georgia as a result 
of the charges in The Bulletin and 
I am sure we have gained our ob- 
ject in awakening the people of the 
state, and acquainting the incoming 
legislators of the conditions they 
will meet, unless an investigation 
brings an end to the situation,” he 
continued. 

“We desire to remove all obsta- 
cles‘from the path of the passage of 
constructive legislation in Georgia. 
In the past the league has had some 
of its constructive bills lost on ac- 
count of various obstacles, and we 
have as the purpose of this cam- 
paign to wipe out all alleged corrup- 
tion and any other obstacles which 
will hinder the state in the future,” 
he concluded. 


EX-CONVICT NEARLY 
GOT SHIP BOARD

added they had gone “very high” in 
the board’s personnel. He repeated 
previous testimony that no irregu- 
larities had been discovered among 
the board’s officers. References 
were made, however, to department 
heads—particularly in southern dis- 
trict shipyards, where dismissals 
had taken place at his recommenda- 
tions. 

a Spent $200,000 on $75,000 Ship. 
“One of these dismissals was 


termed undue and unnecessary de- 
lay as well as exorbitant expense 
in repairs to a wooden ship. The 
final repair bill on this ship, he said, 
amounted to fully $200,000 and the 
ship could not be sold today for 
$75,000. 

Going into details of alleged graft 
among ship officers, he related de- 
tails of a case on the steamship Dio. 
On this ship, he testified, three ob 
its officers, including the captain, 
had managed to conceal the pres- 
ence of 400 tons of fuel oil when it 
arrived from Rotterdam. At Norfolk 
more oil was taken aboard for a 
voyage to Rio de Janeiro. At this 
port the officers paid for the deliv- 
ery of 1,000 tons of oil, the witness 
asserted, but through connivance 
with an employee of an oil delivery 
company only -600 tons were deliv- 
ered. 

The difference between the value 
of the 600 tons delivered and the 
1,000 tons paid for—amounting to 
about $9,000—was “split” between 
the parties implicated in the trans- 
action. The officers of the ship, 
n addition to the split, also took the 
usual “percentage” for sale. The 
-aptain, the witness alleged, also 
‘ontracted with a repair company 
‘or certain alterations to the ship 
‘or which the board was charged 
11.900. 

The captain, the witness added, 
eceived $500 from this contract as 
is “bit.” It was afterward ascer- 
ained that a reasonable price for 
he repairs would have been about 
‘2.000. Also before sailing the ship 
ook aboard sufficient beef to last 
nine months, much of which was 
‘ater thrown overboard, he said. 

Indicted Captain Fled. 


Meehan testified that the captain, 
‘thief engineer and another officer 
were indicted. The latter two con- 
fessed and received light sentences 


from the court. The captain was re- 


leased on bond and is due to appear 
here for trial November 15. The 
witness said he had been informed, 
however, that the captain and his 
wife and “fourteen trunks” had sail- 
-d from Key West for Buenos Aires. 
i shipping board is now seeking 
him. 


Details of alleged irregularities in 
overcharges to the shipping board 
vessels, collection of double fees 
und many other offenses have been 
run down, Meehan asserted, and in 
some cases restitution made and in 
others prosecutions instituted. Tes- 
tifving as to commissions paid ship 
‘fficers, he said that the majority 
»f these were small—what he term- 
ed “petty grafting.” One firm, how- 
ever, refunded to the board $76,000 
which it had paid in commissions 
‘nm one year and in turn had charged 
‘o the board as “supplies.” 

The witness also testified that, in 
it had 
“broken” a large number of offi- 
-ers—meaning that they could not 


/ again obtain positions at their pro- 


fession. He said there were at least 
25 old and efficient captains now 
ashore in New York because of the 
activities of his department. He 
further said that men guilty of 
drunkenness aboard ship were dis- 
harged. 


Twelve Indictments, Secured. 


Mr, Meehan said that after inves- 
‘igations conducted under his per- 
sonal supervision, six indictments 
against alleged transgressors of the 
‘aw had been obtained, while an- 
ther half dozen were indicted on 
‘vidence obtained through investi- 
zations which he had not person- 
illy directed. P 

Mr. Meehan said that the twelve 
indictments had been returned after 
sifting down something like 2,400 
charges. against various persons, 
each of which, he declared, had 
been thoroughly run down and 
either verified or disproved. The 
investigator remarked that his force 
of assistants which had once con- 
sisted of sixty men had been re- 
duced to twenty-four. 


Statement by McAdoo. 


When informed of the testimony 
given by Meehan, Mr. McAdoo issued 
the following statement: 

“Some time after I left the treas- 
ury, my law firm, McAdoo, Cotton 
& Franklin, was associated with the 
regular attorneys of the Virginia 
Shipbuilding company as counsel in 
a controversy which had arisen with 
the shipping board under a con- 
tract for the building of ships. Our 
relation to the matter was purely 
professional, entirely within the 
proprieties and beyond criticism. 
The resulting settlement Was great- 
ly to the advantage of the govern- 
ment.”

There they are, in the-midst of wrecked homes, 
and farms, and factories; in cities crowded with 
masses of refugees without sustaining food for 
children, through the destruction of live stock; 
seeds for planting, raw materials, tools, and ma- 


chinery gone; great areas with everything burn- © 


ed, or looted, or smashed; vast unemployment for 
workers; no means of subsistence; a land of econ- 
omic ruin, of mutilated life, and lingering death; 
and in the midst of it all—the little children- 

In long lines they are waiting at the American 
food-kitchens. Will the food be there for them? 


Will they be turned away? . There are no happy,

Hollow faces and shrunken bodies are so. 


common'that their real condition does not become 
evident until we inquire more closely, and then 
we find that most of them are from one to five 
years back in their growth. Children of eight 
vears old have not reached the normal size of two 
anda half. They are just learning to stand alone. 
Others almost as old can not yet stand on their 
feet. Their arms, and legs, and spines, and chests 
are twisted and warped. The flesh and-skin are 
shriveled on their bones. It is suprizing that life 
can still exist there. If they can have food they 
will gradually regain their health and strength, 
but with most of them it is a question of now or 


never. Starvation and tuberculosis will not wait. 


In Poland alone a million five hundred thou- 
sand such children must be cared for. In Latvia 
and Esthonia the people are living mostly “on a 
diet made from potato-flour, oat-flour, and saw- 
dust.

This one meal a day, and 
these boots, stockings, and little coats can be sup- 
plied only if we give them. If we do not, the 
slaughter of the innocents by cold and starvation 
will be appalling.

antining of 7,917 square miles, the 
statement said. Under the revised 


quarantine approximately 218,000 
square miles is held to be _ in- 
fested. 

In Alabama, Fayette, Lamar and 
Washington; the remainder of Bibb, 
Calhoun, Cherokee, Cleburné, Hous- 
ton and St. Clair, and a portion of 
Shelby counties were released. Por-

In Georgia, Baker, Ben Hill, 
Bleckley, Bulloch, Crisp, Decatur, 
Dodge, Dooly, Evans, Glascock, 
Laurens, Macon, Pulaski, Seminole, 
Taylor, Telfair and Wilcox counties 
were released. 

In Louisiana, Arcadia 
released and st. Helena, Livingston, 
Sabine, LaSalle and Calcasieu par- 
ishes and a,portion of Quachita 
parish requarantined. 

In North Carolina, Pasquotank 
county was released. ~* 

In Oklahoma, Atoka and Bryan, 
the remainder of Latimer and Se- 
quoyah and a portion of LeFlore 
and Choctaw counties were .re- 


leased. . 

In Texas, Bell, Brown, Burnett, 
Camp, Coryell, Delta, Dentof, Falls, 
Franklin, Gillespie, Hill, Hopkins, 
Lampassas, Limestone, Mills, Na- 
varro San Saba and Wise and a por- 
tion of Comanche and Lamar coun- 
ties were released. 

. There was no modification in Ar- 
kansas, Florida and Virginia.

M. Leygues, the French premier, 
in a note to the British ambassador, 
the Earl of Derby, notified the am- 
bassador of the definite agreement 
between France and Great Britain 
based on the four points previously 


(The four points referred to are 
as follows: First, a Brussels con- 
ference of experts; second, a meet- 

“ Govnove hetween representa- 
tives of the allies and the German 
government; third, consideration 
by the reparations commission of 
the findings of the first two con- 
ferences, and, fourth, a meeting of 
the premiers to consider the deci- 
sions of the reparations commis- 
sion.) 

The note shows that the Geneva 
conference of the allied ministers 
will be held after a plebiscite has 
been taken in upper Silesia or at th 
latest In the first fortnight of Feb- 
ruary. It also indicates that the 
fourth stage of the meeting of the 
premiers will ‘discuss the plebiscite 
and sanctions, and that steps will 
be gaken to obtain the consent of 
other interested states to the proce- 
dure arranged,

SHUT 10 GERMANY 


If France Has Her Way. 
French Government Un- 
alterably- Opposed to 
Admitting Germany. 


Paris, November 123.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The French gov- 
ernment is unalterably opposed to 
the admission of Germany to the 
league of nations at this time, it 
was stated at the foreign office te- 
day. Some “drastic action” wouli 
be a consequence if the league voted 
to admit Germany, it was intimated. 

Whe foreign office said there had 
been conversations with Great Brit- 
ain on the subject, and that the 
British, who had been inclined to 
favor German membership in the 
league, now had accepted the 
French viewpoint, allowing the mat- 
ter to rest for the present. 

Inasmuch as Germany has not ap- 
plied for league membership, it is 
considered unlikely there will be 
any effort with promise of success 
to get the assembly in Geneva to act 
favorably on the question of Ger- 
many’s admission at this time. 

The French hold that Germany 
must prove her intention to fulfill 
the terms of the peace treaty and 
live with her neighbors before seek- 
ing membership and they contend 
there has not yet been time for them 
to become convinced regarding Ger- 
many’s attitude along these lines. 

The possibility of the admission of 
Austria, Hungary and Bulgaria is 
regarded in a different light by the 
French, who have indicated they are 
not opposed to membership for these 
nations, ag it is considered they have 
shown good faith. 

ADMISSION TO LEAGUE 
SOUGHT BY AUSTRIA. 

Geneva, November 12.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Austria’s formal 
application for admission to the 
league of nations, signed by Herr 
Mayer, minister of foreign affairs, 
was received by the secretariat of 
the league this morning. Attention 
is called in the application to the 
fact that Austria was given as- 
surance when she signed the treaty 
of St. Germain that she would be 
admitted to the league at the prop- 
er time, and it says the proper 
time has come. Austria, it explains, 
being ready to fulfill all her inter- 
national engagements, thinks she 
ought to belong to the family of na- 
tions. 

The gecretariat has received no 
intimation that Germany will apply 
for admission. It appears that 
neutral countries, which announced 
they would consider the necessity 
of retiring from the league if Ger- 
many was not admitted hesitate to 
take the responsibility of proposing 
her election in the absence of any 
Steps on the part of Germany. By 
some interested persons here, it is 
believed the chances now are that 
Germany must apply for admissiou 
herself, or the question will not 
come up. although certain circles 
hold that Lord Robert Cecil is like- 
ly to propose her election. 

Some of the delegates who have 
arrived here for the meeting of the 
league assembly decline to be put 
in the pobition of offering Germany 
membership, which they believe she 
might or might not accept. 

Delegations from Georgia and 
Danzig are among: the latest arriv- 
als. The Georgians hope their coun- 
try will be admitted to membership. 
while the Danzig representatives 
expect the question of organization 
of the free city of Danzig will come 
up at the meeting, although it i8 
not on the agenda. 

Numerous revisions of the pro- 
gram of business for the assembly 
have thrown the question of admis- 
sion of new members toward the 
very end, and unless the pro- 
gram is again revised the elections 
will not occur before the last few 
days of the meeting, or about three 
weeks hence. 

The countries whose admission 
will be voted on besides Austria 
and Bulgaria are: Iceland, Mo- 
nacco, San Marina, Lichtenstein. 
Luxembourg, Costa Rica and the 
new states of BEsthonia, Finland, 
Georgia, Letvia and Ukraine,

company, since that title more ac- 
curately reflects the ~ institution’s 
true function. . 

The announcement of the Central 


Bank and Trust corporation on Fri- 
day of a subscription of $45,000, 
which will be made to the stock of 
the company, brings the total lo- 
cal subscription to $273,750 from five 
Atlanta banking houses. . 

The board of directors will for- 
mally ratify the subscription at 
their next meeting next Friday. 
postjoned from Friday, due tg the 
unexpected absence of Asa G. 
Candler, Sr., president of the bank. 

The banks of the state-at-large 
will be requested for the first time 
to subscribe at the meeting of the 
Georgia Bankers’ association, called 
by President H. W. Martin for Tues- 
day in Macon. 

The rather lax use of titles in 
referring to the International Bank- 
ing company has resulted in some 
confusion as to the real purpose 
and function of the organization. As 
stated in The Constitution pre- 
viously, the primary purpose is to 
extend long credit to exporters, thus 
enabling the latter to deal with 
foreign countries where the usual 
short terms are impossible. Un- 
der the. Edge act such a corpora- 
tion is forbidden to actually buy 
and sell commodities directly, but 
must afford the means for export- 
ers to do so. 

Governor M. B. Wellborn, of the 
Federal Reserve bank, has written 
a letter to the executive officers 
of all banks which are members 
of the federal reserve system 
Georgia, urging that they’ either 
attend in person or be represent- 
ed at the extraordinary session of 
the Georgia Bankers’ association, 
which meets next Tuesday at Ma- 
con. 

The text of Governor Wellborn’s 
letter follows: 

‘‘Gentlemen: A cale has been made by 
the Georgia Bankers’ association for a meet- 
ing of its members to be held at Macon on 
November 16, 

“I would urge yotr bank, as a member 
of the federalgreserve system, to have a 
representative at the Macon -meeting, The 
purpose of the meeting is to enlist the sup- 
port of thé banks in forming a foreign fi- 
nance Corporation, which we believe will be 
a forward step in not only relieving the 
present stagnated condition of business in 
our section of the country, but will in the 
future be a permanent financial institution 
to develop and expand our foreign com- 
merce, . 

‘I trust the state meeting of the bankers 
of Georgia will be well attended and that 
the Empire State of the Southeast will, by 
the subscription to the proposed foreign 
corporation, give inspiration to other states 
in the sixth federal reserve district. Very

SERVICE. 

Funds from the Red Cross roll 
call will be expended in a large 
part upon the Public Health Serv- 
ice in Atlanta, the local chapter of 
the Red Cross having made public 
an important feature of its peace 
nursing service in the community 
program.

peace times; and, second, since the 
war, when conditions showed the 
necessity for a better health serv- 
ice, the Red Cross determined to 
make as a feature of its peace pro- 
gram a public health service 


through the agency of district Red 


Cross nursing. | 

In Atlanta, since the first of July, 
when the ‘pursing service of the 
Red Cross was initiated, more than 
6,000 visits have been made by 
the seven Red Cross nurses com- 
prising the home service corps. 

‘These visits have been made in 


every district of the city and to 


people stricken with every form of 
disease. During the war, in the 
Red Cross home service work, it 
was found that in so many cases of 
illness, contagious or otherwise, 
there was actual need, more in the 
matter of nursing than for funds, 
food or fuel. People did not know 
bow to follow a doctor’s direction; 
did not know when to call a doc- 


tor; did not know how to care for 
the sick or prepare food for them. | 


In cases of typhoid fever, pneu- 
monia and in maternity cases, it 
was discovered that nursing was 
needed to save many lives. There 
was no provision in Atlanta for the 
unfortunates, with incurable dis- 
eases, such as tuberculosis, cancer, 
etc. 

With facts to prove the verity 
of these statements, the local chap- 
ter of the Red Cross, after due 
consideration of conditions in At- 
lanta, was convinced that the Red 
Gross could perform no better

AN APPEAL TO THE HEART. 
An appeal to the hedart—the 
great heart of American father- 
hood and motherhood, and of hu- 
man sympathy—is expressed in 
the splendid editorial from The 
Literary Digest, appearing in a 
full page in today’s Constitution. 

This gripping appeal for suffer- 
ing little children touches the 
heart-strings. The portrayal of 
suffering and want and dire ex- 
tremity will move to tears many a 
man OF woman whose heart is re- 
sponsive to a human cry of dis- 
tress. 

The Literary Digest’s activity in 
this direction was inspired by a 
recent personal representation by 
Herbert Hoover of conditions af- 
fecting three and one-half million 
children in the war-torn portions 
of central and southeastern Eu- 
rope—little children who are wast- 
ing away from lack of food and 
raiment, and who are starving or 
faced with inevitable death from 
starvation and cold next winter 
unless they are quickly provided 
with the absolute necessities of 
life, 

“And so when,” says the edito- 
rial, “we received a letterfrom Mr. 
Hoover telling us that America 
must not allow death in the form 
of hunger and cold to come to 
these 3.500,000 helpless children 
our soul was stirred and the hot 
blood surged up in our heart,” and 
the appeal was passed on to the 
American people and through the 
columns of The Constitution it is 
being presented to the prosperous, 
magnanimous, sympathetic, com 
passionate and generous-hearted 
people of the south. ; 

The situation for the relief of 

which this appeal is made is one 
for which those who are the worst. 
sufferers from it are in no possi- 
ble measure responsible. It was 
brought about by the world war, 
and hundreds of thousands of the 
innocents now in distress were not 
even born when the war was be- 
gun. , 
- It will not do to say “They are 
not our children,” or “We had 
nothing to do with bringing them 
to this plight.” 

The point is simply this: The 
sufferers are innocent little chil- 
dren; and, as The Literary Digest 
aptly puts it, “children are just 
children the world over, and the 
great American heart is big 
enough to care for them all!” 

If your neighbor’s house burns, 
and his children are left cold and 
homeless, you do not consider the 
gause of the fire, nor who started 
it. You simply take the little suf- 
ferers in and do for them. 

So it is in this instance: Amer- 
ica is you; those little children of 
Poland, Latvia, Esthonia, Hun- 
gary, Czecho-Slovakia, etc. are 
children of your neighbors whose 
homes and habitations have been 
burned @nd devastated by war; 
they are cold and hungry; and it 
is your Christian duty to do for 
them out of your bounteous plenty, 
without consideration of who was 
responsible for their plight. 

It is to be hoped that not a sin- 
gle reader of The Constitution to- 
day will fail to read The Literary 
Digest’s appeal and also that it 
will touch the heart of many as 
it did that of President-elect Har- 
ding, who immediately upon read: 
ing it dispatched his check for $2.- 
500 to go toward swelling the fund 
of $23,000,000, which Mr. Hoo- 
ver says “must be raised without 
delay” if the innocents for whom 
he pleads are to be spared from 
the ravages of hunger, cold and 
disease. 

Everybody should give at least 
something to thts fund. 

With only one more election yet

Red Cross Nurses Describe 
Work Done by New Service} 


No stronger testimony could be 
given of the need for nursing serv- 
ice in Atlanta than that of the 
seven nurses who comprise the nurs- 
ing service for the Atlanta chapter 
| of the Red Cross, for the mainte- 
nance and extension of which the 
public is now. being asked to give 
a membership fee of -$1. 

On the records of Miss Emma 
Habenicht, supervisor of nurses of 
the nursing service, who has quar- 
ters in the offices of the Atlanta 
chapter of the Red Cross, 63 1-2 
Whitehall street, are a series of re- 
ports which are made to her period- 
ically by the nurses of the force. 

One Day’s Work. 

In giving a report of one day’s 
work, this nurse tells this story: 

“The day begins with calling the 
office and reporting for duty, re- 
ceiving new calls and getting such 
information and instructions as are 
waiting. On receiving these the 
nurse is ready for the day, which 


invariably leads to many duties in 
homes, which includes as many 
classes, from those who are com- 
fortably situated to those of the 
very povrest. Life is to be seen in 
all its phases and opportunities for 
service for those who are suffering, 
and to asstst others to properly 
eare for themselves are unlimited. 

“A visit is made to a young ex- 
pectant mother and she is advised 
of proper methods to be used in 
the care of herself in anticipation 
of the coming of the little one. It 
is first recommended that a physi- 
cian be called. Explanations are 
made to insure full preparations for 
the little one and to avoid infec: 
tion, of either mother or child. Lit- 
erature for expectant mothers is 
left and instructions given on how 
to get in touch with the nurse when 
needed again. 

“The next visit is to the home of 
a mother and baby. The woman was 
dependant on a 12-year-old neigh- 
bor girl for the care of the sick 
the cooking and the washing as wel. 
as the care of the home. The hus- 
band was away from work on ac- 
count of illness and they were with 
out funds. The mother was unable 
to go to the city hosital as they 
lived a stone’s throw of the city 
limits. After bathing both mother 
and baby and changing the bed. 
making the mother comfortable for 
the day the little helper was given 
such advice and instructions as 
practicable.” 


Another Case. 


“A patient in the last stages of 
tuberculosis is visited and after 
making her comfortable and giving 
such cheer as possible, those caring 
for her are advised as how best to 
guard against the spread of the dis- 
ease in their efforts to assist the 
stricken one. 

“An old lady absolutely helpless 
with rheumatism is assisted as 
much as possible and as she wished 
to be admitted to the Home for In- 
curables but did not know just how 
to gain admission, arrangements 
were made for her to be carried to 
the examining physician. 

“A father and mother are both in 
bed, the former from injuries re- 
ceived while at work, and the latter 
suffering from asthma. They are 
being attended by a 10-year-ol? 


} daughter who has both the'care of 


the sick and the duties of the hgme 
on her young shoulders. The moth- 
er is given a bath, beds are changed 
and the little caretaker given in- 
structions as to diet and care of the 
sick and remedies to use. Both pa- 
po are left in a comfortable con- 
on. 


“The office {s called at intervals 


and new calls received and reports 
made. , 

On arriving home from the day’s 
duties written reports are made cov 
ering the activities of the day, visits 
rechecked and reports mailed to the 
office. The visits of the following 
day being planned as far as possi- 
ble, the nurse is then ready for a 
night of rest preparatory for the 
new day.’ 


A Good Report. 
The record of another nurse for 
one day, as filed, was: 


“The work in my district as vis- 
iting nurse has been very interest- 
ing, making from six to eight vis 
its daily. 

“The instructions of the doctor in 
charge are carried ‘out, baths are 
given, beds made and linen chane- 
ed, enemas, doushes and everything 
is done to make the patient com- 
fortable. 

“I spend from thirty minutes to 
one hour on cases, and confinement 
cases one hour and more. 

“The babies are bathed daily and 
the mothers are also looked after 
for two weeks and sometimes long- 
er. 


An Operation. 


“A patient of mine had an op- 
eration for cancer about three 
months ago, which was unsuccess- 
ful. She has been confined to bed 
and no one in the house with her 
at all. 

“The visiting nurse sees her in 
the mornings, and with the assist- 
ance of a friend have been able 
to make this patient comfortable 
one supply food and shelter for 

er.

street With me and see my boy, he 
has something the matter with his 
feet.’ I found the boy, wno was a 
Tech High boy, with badly inflamed 
feet and advised the mother to see 
her doctor at once, 

“Then my typhoid fever patient 
had to have a bath. 

“After lunch a call came from 
Berean avenue. [I found quite a 
sick boy. His doctor has not 
reached a positive diagnosis yet, and 
I did all I cop in the meantime. 

“I then went to see an old lady 
who had been salivated and I was 
able to advise a simple remedy 
which made her better, and her 
gratitude made me feel that the day 
had not been wasted, even if it had 
started badly.” 


One Afternoon. 


A report describing the work of 
one nurse, for one afternoon, was: 

“This afternoon I visited one new 
mother and baby, giving general) 
bedside care. 

“Next is a visit to a case of influ- 
enza and pneumonia. There I ap- 
plied mustard plasters to chest and 
carry out doctor’s instructions. 

“Then I went to a mother whose 
baby died at 3 days of age, leaving 
mother in a complicated condition; 
there gave general bedside care. 

“From there I went to a typhoid 
fever case, giving bath and genera! 
bedside care.”

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“HEALTH TALK. 

By WELIAM BRADY. KM B 

HEATERS AND VENTILATION, 

A.-reader asks whether it would 
be unhealthful to use gas stoves in 
various rooms for heating purposes 
(owing to the coai situation) and 
keep a window down an inch in each 
such room in litu of pipe connection 
with the flue or chimney of ‘the 
house. 

It would be very unhealthful to 
depend on any such-uncertain means 
of ventilation. The window would 
not be kept open if the weather be- 
came very cold. 

Any Known fuel burning in ? 
room.to produce heat must produc 
carbon dioxide gas. That gas is the 
same as the burnt air given off from 
the lungs of man and animals. With- 
in all ordinary limits carbon dioxide 
gas in the atmosphere of the living 
room or sleeping room is of no con- 
sequence, even what we might call 


‘involuntary ventilation, the seepage 


of air through the various cracks 
and crevices about doors and win- 
dows, serves to keep the proportion 
of oxygen and carbon dioxide gas 
about right, provided only the res- 
piration of persons in the room is 
using up the oxygen and producing 
carbon dioxide. But when you use a 
stove burning coal, wood, kerosene, 
gas or gasoline, ventilation must be 


freely provided lest harmful effects | 


ensue. An oil lamp burning in a 
room .uses up as much oxygen and 
produces as much carbon dioxide 
as six or eight persons would. A 
heating stove is equivalént to a 
large crowd of people in the room. 
Whether any smoke or any odor is 
produced or not, it is of the utmost 
hygienic importance that every such 
heater should have direct pipe con- 
nection with the flue or chimney to 


carry off the carbor dioxide. Car- 
bon dioxide is not poisonous. But it 
may accumulate in sufficient pro- 
portion to crowd out the oxygen. 
That is how it produces its deleteri- 
ous effects. Carbon dioxide ts odor- 
less. Therefore, it is no criterion of 
hygienic perfection if the heater 
without connection happens to give 
off no appreciable odor. 


It is difficult to determine wheth- 
er the impairment of health suf- 
fered by so many housewives and 


others confined through the winter 
in rooms heated with stoves without 
stove pipes is due entirely to insuf- 
ficient oxygen (too much carbon 
dioxide in the air) or whether it may 
be in part caused by the escape of 
carbon MONexide into the room. 
This latter gas is a powerful poison, 
accountable for many sudden deaths, 
oxide gas being given off in the au- 
tomobile exhaust. Minute quantities 
of it in an atmosphere may produce 
strange and bizarre effects, and 
probably do explain much of the 
anemia and “tired feeling” and “run 
down condition” and imaginary “liv- 
er trouble” which so many women 
develop after a few months of con- 
finement in rooms without proper 
ventilation. Carbon MONoxide may 
ag about closed garages, the MON- 
be given off from any fire, from ahy 
Kind of fuel, if the drafts do not ad- 
mit sufficient air. 

Sallow skin, headaches, backaches, 
impaired appetite, impaired diges- 
tion, melancholy and anemia are fa- 
miliar effects of mild, frequent or 
preseesd carbon MONoxide poison- 
ng.

ANSWER—I’d allow the average 
healthy child all the sugar he likes 
on his oatmeal. In the case of the 
child with digestive difficulty, an- 


emia, finical appetite, an excess of 
sugars and starches in the diet is 
often an important factor, and in 
that case the amount of sugar al- 
lowed should be restricted, in order 
to preserve or encourage an appe- 
tite for other kinds of food. Chil- 
dren over 5 years of age should be 
encouraged to satisfy the natural 
craving for sugar with a IlIberal 
amount of fruits.

Rainey, faculty chairman of the 
Centre College Athletic association, 
announced that at a meeting of the 
assoviation Friday it formally was 
decided to sever all athletic rela- 
tions with Georgia Tech,, due, the 
announcement said, to alleged un- 
fairness’ and unsportsmanlikeée con- 
duct of Tech football players. 

Statements made by Centre‘ eol-- 
lege players who participated in 
the game asserted that. members ot 
the Tech squad deliberately kicked 
and struck Centre mén on the foot- 
ball field when they were down. 

The trouble has been brewing ever 
siince the day after the game when 
articles in a Louisville newspaper 
against Tech and Tech's players 
quoted statements from the Centre 
describing the 
general attitude assumed by Centre 
in regard to the matter. When this 
article was followed by several more 
in the same paper and in the Dan- 
ville daily, all carrying alleged opin- 
ions as expressed by the college au- 
thorities, it became necessary for Dr. 
Crenshaw to demand either an apol- 
ogy or explanation. 

No Direct Complaint. 

Instead of denying the charges 
and reported interviews,. Professor 
Rainey said that, while no complaint 
had been made to him either by the 
Centre players or the management 
of the team, that he had heard from 
others wnot connected directly with 
Centre college strikingly adverse 
criticism regarding unnecessery 
roughness on the part of the Tech 
players and of unsportsmanlike con- 
duct on the part of a large part of 
the audience. He declares that, al- 
though he does not accept thesw re- 
marks for their face value, nor 


the practices complained of, he feels 
that there may be some basis for the 
remarks and that he would rather 
wait til] later on to take the mat- 
ter up personally with Dr. J. B. 
Crenshaw. 

In reply to this letter Dr. Cren- 
Shaw sent at once the following 
‘‘Professor Frank S. Rainey, Faculty Chair- 

man of Athletics, Centre College, Ky.: 

‘*Articles appearing tn the Louisville and 
Danville newspapers and copied other 
newspapers have done a great deal of dam- 
age and injustice to Georgia Tech. My tel- 
egram dated November 7 was sent with hope 
that the authorities of Centre college would 
disavow any responsibility for these articles 
and would state publicly that neither the 
college nor the team nor coach had any 
part in their publication. Ag neither your 
telegram dated November the 8th, nor your 
letter of the 10th meets this issue, our ath- 
letic committee declines to schedule any 
game between Centre college and Georgia 
Tech in 1921. The committee deems this 
act to be for the best interests of friendly 
relations between the two institutions.

“chairman of baseball,” and a 
mittee of one to act as a final court 
of appeal in all matters of dispute 
between the two major leagues and 
any minor leagues: which: may join 
in reorganizing the 
game. Judge Landis: accepted the | 
proposition, but it was stipulated 
that he might remain on the bench 
and handie both positions. 
Each side in the battle made con- 
cessions before an agreement was 
reached, but. the. .meeting unani- 
mously approved “the.-principles. of 
ethical control of baseball,” includ- 
ed in the Lasker plan, which was: 
fostered by the eight National and 
the Chicago, New York and Boston 
American league clubs, and which 
started the fight. This plan orig- 
inally was bitterly opposed by Pres- 
ident Johnson, of the .American 
league, and the Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, Cleveland, St. Louis and De-. 
troit clubs, which’ sided with him, 
Coneede Points.

In other matters, however, 
eleven clubs favoring the Lasker 
plan conceded points to the. five op- 
posing it. Instead of a civilian 
tribunal as the governing body of 
baseball, Judge Landis probably will 
remain the final judge, although 
the club owners may decide later to 
appoint two civilian associates to 
act with Judge Landis. 

If the one-man commission is re- 
tained, the president of each league 
will be a special pleader for clubs 
under him. All matters will be 
taken up at joint meetings of the 
two leagues, where the vote will be 
cast by clubs. If there is a di- 
vision, a vote then will be taken 
by- leagues, each organization hav- 
ing one vote. If they cannot agree, 
the two presidents then will appear 
before Judge Landis and his de- 
cision will be final. - 

This arrangement jis a compro- 
mise between the plans suggested 
by the two sides. The eleven clubs 
wanted the vote to be entirely by 
clubs, while the Johnson faction 
held out for a vote he dtc The 
two plans were combimed. 

To Urge Minors. 

Immediate attempts. will be made. 
to bring the minor leagues [nto the 
plan. A committee of six, three 
from the National league and three 
from the American league, will 
confer with a committee of six 
from the minor leagues. If the 
minors come in, they will be given 
the right to appoint a specia) 
pleader to appear before Judge Lan- 
dis when matters involving. them 
are concerned. 

Judge Landis’ term is for, seven 
years, and then an election will be 
held by all leagues in the plan to 
determine who shall bé commils- 
sioner. He will: have power to 
question any player, club owner or 
league president and to take any 
action he sees fit {n all cases. The 
leagues agreed to sign a rontract 
to abide by the judge’s deciston. 

Chicago will be headquarters for 
the baseball commissioners and of- 
fices will be opened ‘here imme- 
diately.

Victims or their parents have 
never brought their grievances to 
me because Jeaders of the revolution 
gave them to understand there was 
no Haitien chief of state. 

Compulsory Road Labor, 

“The people, with a few excep- 
tions, such as may be found in every 
country. have rejoiced at the com- 
ing of the Americans. They were ex- 
pecting their liberty, prosperity and 
respect for their person and prop- 
erty, but ‘compulsory road labor’ has 
been practiced, despite advice by the 
counsel of the government. This has 
given rise to discontent, which led 
to the revolt of the Cacos ‘bancits.’ 
Misdeeds, however, are always pos- 
sible in cases of repression.” 

Asked if he had knowledge of any 
cases where marines:'who had been 
accused had not been tried, the 
president said: 

“Not having had to report any 
acts of violence or oppression, I Rad 
no interest in finding if persons en- 
gaged in the naval service who 
might be guilty of such acts had 
been tried by the naval court. My 
answers to these questions show I 
had no means at my disposal to 
prove the existence of cases of homi- 
cide or violence that may have been 
committed by marines.” 

Judge Advocate Dyer is privately 
seeing many witnesses, but as the. 
inquiry is limited to facts bearing 
on charges, it seems difficult to-se- 
cure those able to testify as to 
events they know have occurred. 


HARDING TO DELIVER 
NEW ORLEANS ADDRESS 


Speech Will Be Made Just 
Before He Sails for the 
Canal Zone. 


\ Point Isabel, Texas, November 12. 


(By the Associated Press. )—Presi- 
dent-elect Harding, whose outing at 
Point Isabel ends next Wednesday, 
has agreéd to deliver an address in 
New Orleans on the following day, 
just before he sails for his voyage 
to Panama. He will speak at a 
luncheon of the New Orleans Asso- 
clation of Commerce, and is ex- 
pected to discuss in particular the 
economic possibilities and require- 
ments of the new south and the need 
for a national industrial policy un- 
influenced by sectional interests. 


Many invitations to speak at other 
places in the south and southwest 
have come to the president-elect, 
but he is declining all of them. 
Leaving Brownsville at 10 o’clock 
Wednesday morning on a speciai 
train, he witli try to avoid rear plat- 
form speeches. on the way north- 
ward along the gulf coast and by a 
fast run will reach New Orleans 
Thursday morning. His. steamer 
will sai] that afternoon. j 

Senator Harding’s decision to ac- 
cept the New Orleans speaking in- 
vitation means that in consonance 
with his oft-repeated ambition to 
obliterate sectionalism, his first 
three formal addresses as president- 
elect are to be delivered within the 
territory of the old Confederacy ani 
in states that long have been pil- 
lars of the democratic solid south. 
The first of these addresses,was de- 
livered in Brownsville, Texas, yes- 
terday and the third has been sched- 
uled for December 5 at Bedford, Va. 

Speeches outside American ter- 
ritory are to be avoided, and Mr. 
Harding indicated today that he 
did not expect during his .’anama 
trip to go within the boundaries or 
waters of any foreign country. 
Among other invitations he has re- 
ceived one from Preston McGood- 
win, American minister to Venezue- 
la, asking that he go to Venezuela 
and Colombia, and during his stay 
here he has been asked informally 
several times to pay a visit to north- 
ern Mexico. He is suid by those 
close to him to feel that-such visits 
at the present time would be inad- 
visable. The exact time of Mr. 
Harding’s departure from Point Is- 
abel has not been fixed. On Tues- 
day he is to go into Brownsville 
to exchange greetings with Gover- 
nor Hobby, of Texas, and he may 
spend the night there to avoid an 
early morning motor ride to catch 
his train at 10 a. m. the next morn- 
ing. It is considered more likely, 
however, that he will come back 
here for the night.

GOAL PRICES LIFTED 
BY FOREIGN DEMAND 


Washington, November 12.—For- 
eign demand for American coal was 
an important factor in high do- 
mestic coal prices along the Atlan- 
tic seaboard during the first nine 
months of this year, but it was 
only a minor factor in the creation 
of high coal prices for the country 
as a whole, the interstate commerce 
commission declares in a _ report 
prepared for the senate. 

The report, made public today, !s 
in response to a resolution adopted 
by the senate last June calling for 


an investigation of the effect of 
coal exports on domestic prices. 
“It would be an error to assume 
that, fundamentally, the high prices 
paid for spot coal are to be as- 
cribed mainly to the large exports,” 
says the report. “There also: has 
been an abnormal domestic situa- 
tion. The foreign demand inten- 
sified the abnormal domestic de- 
mand and the several factors to- 
gether afforded an opportunity for 
the exacting of prices not justified 
by the cost of production.” 
During the first nine months of 
1920 the:commission’s tables show 
that a total of 30,273,379 tons of 
coal left the country, of which 23,- 
560,013 tons was export coal and 


kers. 

“With an estimated production of 
357,142,857 tons for the first nine 
months of 1920, the export and for- 
elgn bunker coal for the nine 
months was 8.5 per cent of the es- 
timated total production,” the com- 
mission declares. “In particular sit- 
uations the foreign demand plays 
a much more important part than 
is indicated by the comparison of 
total p oduction and export for the 
United States as a whole.” 

During the period covered, the 
commission showed that the export 
and bunker coal passing through 
New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Hampton Roads and Charleston 
amounted to more than one-half of 
the shipments to those ports. Rail- 
roads serving those ports, the com- 
mission asserts, -»were forced to y 
spot coal at the exorbitant prices 
quoted at those ports and were di- 
prices by foreign buyers. 

In July, 1920, the average price 
per ton of coal at the mine was 
$3.25 for contract coal compared 
with $2.47 per net ton in July, 1919, 
the commission said, while spot coal 
in July was $6.01 per net ton at 
the mine, against $2.38 in July a 
year ago.

SOUTH AMERICA 
WILL BE VISITED 
BY U.S. FLEET 


Atlantic and Pacific Fleets 
Will Make a Joint Cruise 
to the West Coast Next 
February. 


New York, November 12.—The At- 
lantic and Pacific fleets of the Unit- 
ed States navy will make a joint 
cruise to the west coast of South 
America next February. 

After making a rendezvous art 
Balboa, on the Panama canal, the 
warships will cruise together to 
Callao, Peru, 
fleet will: pause fgor a visit. 
Pacific fleet will continue on to 
Valparaiso, Chile. 

Returning to Balboa February 25, 
the Atlantic and Pacific sailors will 
compete in the annual Iinterfleet 
contests before parting . 

These announcements were made 
here from the Pennsylvania, flag- 
ship of the Atlantic fleet, which to- 
day entered itshome bases, ending 
its sea activities for 1920. 

All officers and men of the At- 
lantic fleet will be granted fiftéen 
day leaves to visit their homes 
throughout the country between 
now and the first of the year. 

Today the fleet, divided into four 
sections, entered the ports of New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia and Nor- 
folk. At these bases skeleton crews 
will be maintained aboard the eight 
battleships’ and eighteen destroy- 
ers while the 16,000 sailors and of- 
ficers take turns in visiting their 
homes. 

Full complements will be restored 
with the coming of the new year, 
and on January $3 the four sections 
will go to sea again, meeting off 
the Virginia capes, January 5, fora 
trip to Guantanamo bay, Cuba, and 
later to the canal zone, where the 
P ific fleet will join the Atlantic 
warships January 24. 


After parting age™h late in Feb- 
ruary, the Atlantic fleet will steam 
to Guantanamo bay, Cuba, for an- 
nual target practice, remaining 
away until May 1, when the ships 
will again return to their home 
yards.

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ITALY HAS SINED 
WITH JUGO-SLAVA 


Two Nations Put Names 
to Treaty Embodying 
Settlement of the Adri- 
atic Question, Including 
Fiume’s Status. 


Santa Margherita, Italy, Novem- 
ber 12.—The treaty between Italy 
i Jugo-Slavia was signed this 
evéning at Rapallo. The treaty em- 
bodies the terms of the Adriatic set- 


tlement. between e two nations. 
The preamble of the treaty reads: 


“The kingdoms of Italy and of the 
Serbs, Croats and Slovans are sin- 
cerely desirous to establish cordial 
relations between the two coun- 
tries for their common weal. Italy 
recognizes the constitution of the 
n ighboring state as the realiza- 
tion of one of her highest aims.” 

The diplomats of the two ‘coun- 
tries expressed great satisfaction 
over the treaty. 


Rome, November 12.—Count Sfor- 
za, the foreign minister, has re- 
ceived from the Italian charge 
d'affaires at Washington a_ tele- 
fram reporting that the Ameri- 
can government has formally de- 
slared it will be happy to approve 
any solution of the Adriatic ques- 
tion reached by direct agreement 
between Italy and Jugo-Slavia, it 
is announced by the semi-official 
Stefani agency. ' 
DETAILS, OF TREATY 
GIVEN TO WILSON. ; 

Washington, November 12.—Such 
details of the Adriatic settlement 
between Italy and Jugo-Slavia as 
have been received by the state de- 
partment have been transmitted to 
President Wilson, it was stated to- 
day at the department. The presi- 
dent will decide whether the agree- 
ment meets with the approval of 
the government, but whether he will 
make formal expression of his views 
has not been indicated. 

Secretary Colby would not dis- 
cuss the agreement today further 
than to say that it hdd “all the 
majesty of an agreement between 
the two incipals.” 

Besides’the information contained 
in a telegram from the Italian gov- 
ernment to its embassy here, the de- 
partment. has received the forma] 
statement “on the subject’ of the 
disposal of Fiume” made by Secre- 
tary General Contarjni, of Italy, 
yesterday. As made public by the 
department it follows: 

“*With the exception of Zara and 
Cherso, which go to Italy, Jugo- 
Slavia obtains Dalmatia, including 
Sebenico. The new frontier as- 
signs Idria, Adelsburg and San 
Pietro to Italy, and runs through 
Monte Nevoso to the Adriatic, 
whicht*it touches between Volosco 
and Castua—the latter being given 
to Fiume. The Istrian line of fron- 
tier is to be contiguous with the 
indepenaent state of Fiume. The 
railway from Fiume to San Pietro is 
assigned to Italy. The country 
south of Monte Nevoso is divided 
between Jugo-Slavia and Fiume on 
a basis whereby the higher alti- 
tudes go to Jugo-Slavia and the 
lower altitudes to Fiume. Jugo- 
Slavia will get Longatico and the 


adjacent valley. 
“A commercial treaty also is be- 
ing negotiated rapidly.”
